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[Abstract] 

[Problems] When a backlight 1 provided on a rear surface of 
a liquid crystal display device 20 is operated, noise is 
generated by a radiating voltage generated from a cathode 
ray tube 3, which causes flicker or the like along a 
peripheral portion of a screen of the liquid crystal display 
device 20 and thus reduces the display quality. 

[Means for Solving the Problems] In the backlight 1, the 
cathode ray tube 3 is supported by a lamp angle 8 on a resin 
base plate 2, and the cathode ray tube 3 is provided facing 
an end surface of a light conductive plate 4 . A backlight 
angle 9 is grounded via a substrate for electronic 
components. The lamp angle 8 is formed of an integrated 
composite material of an aluminum film and a PET film. A 
metal surface of the lamp angle 8 and the backlight angle 9 
are coupled to each other by a screw. Thus, the radiating 
voltage generated from the cathode ray tube 3 is discharged 
from the lamp angle 8 and the backlight angle 9 via the 
grounding. Noise due to the radiating voltage can be 
prevented and thus the display quality can be improved.

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a back light which 
does not result in the generation of noise due to emission 
voltage generated in a cold cathode tube in a liquid crystal 
display, does not cause the generation of a haziness at edges 
of the liquid crystal display, and does not result in a 
deterioration in a display quality. 
SOLUTION: The back light 1 has a cold cathode tube 3 
supported by a lamp angle 8 in a resinous base plate 2. The 
cold cathode tube 3 is disposed opposite to a side section of 
a light guide plate 4. A back light angle 9 is connected to GND 
through an electronic part substrate. The lamp angle 8 is 
made of a composite material of aluminum integral with a 
white PET film. A metal surface of a lamp angle 8 is threadly 
coupled with the back light angle 9. Thus, an emission 
voltage generated in the cold cathode tube 3 is discharged 
through the lamp angle 8 and the GND connection at the back 
light angle 9. Also, the generation of noise due to the 
emission voltage can be prevented and a display quality can 
be improved. 
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
